Mass canvassing is not a substitute 
nor so effective as the canvassing 
which brings in records of voters’ 
inclinations. Mass canvassing is suit- 
able in certain areas only, but ordinary 
canvassing is necessary in all areas. -

Party workers should strictly dis- 
courage the presence at opponents’ 
meetings of those disposed to disorder, 
It is necessary that the enemy meet- 
ings should be reported, but capable 
persons only should ask questions. |

The man on the platform has a big 
advantage over the man in the hall. Fle 
should not be given the opportunity to 
score off an untrained questioner.

When meeting the heckler, the golden 
rule is’ never to get cross. The fav- 
ourite weapon of the questioner is a 
wrong hypothesis. Look out for this, 
for once it is exposed the heckler gen- 
erally crumples.

- “The ever open door’’ should be the 
motto for Committee Rooms. Don’t 
close for dinner. Make enquirers wel- 
come.

Committee Room windows should be 
well lighted up at night. A blackboard 
hung outside with several chalked 
notices always attracts attention. An 
ordinary strawboard painted black wiil 
serve instead of wood.

Register enquirers should be treated 
with courtesy. Writc on. paper the 
number or information they enquire for. 
This impresses. Be sure to give them 
literature. 

* * * 

The most unsatisfactory way of 
getting the writing-up done is to send it 
to the districts and leave it to untrained 
hands. Another unsatisfactory way is 
to leave the writing-up to casual callers 
who may drop in at any old time to do 
a bit. 

* * * 

There is no better solution of the 
Writing-up problem than getting all the 
workers in to two or three well organ- 
ised writing-up nights and clearing the 
whole job out of the way.

Where the writing-up drags on it is 
almost invariably the case that the can- 
vassing is also behind.

Before registers are handed out for 
writing-up all non-voters and ‘‘deads”’ 
should be erased. Don't cut registers if 
avoidable. -

A temporary telephone is necessary 
in most central Committee Rooms and 
often in the more important local 
rooms. There is a special low rate for 
a temporary service and priority is 
given to election installations. The Post 
Office will supply free of charge a num- 
ber of postcards on which to. natify 
interested people of one's telephone 
number.

_ The Postmaster’s regulations regard- 
ing the Tree postage should be secured 
at once and well studied. Frequently, 
local departures are made from the 
regulations, and it is desirable to see 
the principal postmaster and discuss 
with him matters arising out of the 
delivery to him of the free packages.

postage, and the free postage must 
therefore be used for the poil card and 
election address. It follows that the 
printing of such matter must be com- 
pleted at least twelve to fourteen days 
before the polling.

The disadvantage here is that there 
is no last minute communication to the 
elector, and the only way to encompass 
this difficulty is to provide for a gen- 
erous distribution of a news sheet dur- 
ing the last week, even if the news 
sheet only amounts to a single leaflet, 
handbill size. We hope no constituency 
will be without its Labour news sheet. 
Where the choice is between an elec- 
t_on address and a news sheet the latter 
will be found the cheapest and the elec- 
tion address can be printed in same.

In dratting poll cards there is no 
objection to the candidate’s name being 
printed in slightly larger type to one’s 
opponent's. Care must be taken not to 
say that to mark the ballot paper in 
any other way is to throw away the 
vote. Nor must an opponent be mis- 
described. If one’s own candidate is 
described with full christian names, as 
on the ballot paper, it is desirable to 
do so also in respect of the opponents.

Whether or no an application should 
be made for extension of the polling 
hours is not a matter that solely con- 
cerns one’s own constituency. Occasion- 
ally to close at 8 o’clock may mean the 
risk of swamping a neighbouring con- 
stituency with the enemies’ cars, and so 
annihilating a possible chance of vic- 
tory.

On the other hand an agent may ha 
to consider seriously the advisability o 
applying for an extension if he know 
that a neighbouring constituency 
closing down early.

Canvassing door to 
oor with nomination papers is an 
xcellent plan and productive in some 
istricts of astonishing results.

Another device is the ‘‘workshop 
sanvass card’’ which is merely a card 
suitably worded containing blank spaces 
Or names and addresses. Workers 
re asked to collect the names and 
ddresses of workmates who promise to 
rote Labour. These cards can be used 
n the mess and recreation rooms of 
ertain factories, and often produce 
ood crops of promises.

The ‘I promise’’ card for distribu- 
ion at meetings is a third supplement 
o the canvass and helps to turn to pro- 
it the enthusiasm to be found at meet- 
ngs and to bring in the names of many 
supporters not discovered on_ the 
rdinary canvass.

A fourth plan is to distribute the 
andidate’s photograph door to door 
nviting the householders to place same 
n the windows. A _ record of the 
esults is as good as the orthodox can- 
ass.

It frequently happens when canvass- 
ng that some voters may be seen; 
thers in the same house are not at 
ome. Literature’ should be left for 
hese electors, but it is more likely to 
each its destination if the canvasser 
s able to bring out of his pocket an 
nvelope containing some literature 
which he can then and there address to 
he not-at-home voter. This plan is far 
uperior to leaving loose leaflets.

Considerable interest has been 
aroused through the reproduction in 
the Daily Herald of a striking poster 
issued by Ald. Bram Longstaffe, the 
Labour Agent at Barrow-in-Furness. 
This poster is a reply to the Conserva- 
tive claims on the poster ‘‘What the. 
Conservatives Have Done,”’ and it aptly 
illustrates ‘“‘Who the Conservatives 
Have Done.’’ The poster is reproduced 
in two colours and available as a 


streamer 20 feet long by 3 feet 4 ins.

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THE MACHINERY OF ELECTIONS 


BEING A SIMPLE EXPLANATION OF THE BALLOT ACT AND 
KINDRED ENACTMENTS.

ArticLte IV. (conclusion). 


The Final Stages. 

Having made his declaration the re- 
turning officer is also required as soon 
as possible to give ‘‘public notice’’ of 
the names of the candidates elected and 
of the total number of votes given for 
each candidate, This he may do ei-her 
by advertisement, placard, handbills or 
‘‘such other means as he thinks best 
calculated to afford information to the 
electors.”’ 

Upon the completion of the counting 
the returning officer is required to seal 
up in separate packets the counted and 
rejected ballot papers. He is prohibited 
from opening the sealed packets of the 
tendered ballot papers or the marked 
copy of the register and counterfoils 
which have been returned to him by 
the presiding officers. 

Lastly the returning officer is required 
to forward to the Clerk of the Crown in 
Chancery all the packets of ballot 
‘papers in his possession, having made 
separate packages of the various re- 
jected papers under the several heads 
under which they have been rejected. 
The other documents are also all 
separately packed and described and so 
sent in. . The Clerk of the Crown in 
Chancery retains for a year all docu- 
ments relating to an election in readi- 
ness for a petition, but after a year, 
unless specially instructed by the House 
of Commons or the Courts these papers 
are destroyed, 

Nominations, 

We have now completed our exam- 
ination of the machinery for taking the 
poll, but we have left to this month a 
statement of the machinery provided for 
nominations. 

In Part II. of our Training Scheme 
we gave some information concerning 
nominations. Briefly, the law requires 
that candidates shall be nominated in 
the prescribed form by one proposer, 
one seconder and eight assentors all 
being registered electors, No person may 
subscribe to more nomination papers 
than there are candidates to be elected, 
which, in practice, amounts to one 
nomination only in all constituencies 


except double-barrelled constituencies. 

Nomination papers must be handed in 
by the candidate, proposer or seconder, 
and no other person, during the time 
appointed for nominations, and the 
deposit of £150 must be paid during 
the time appointed for nominations. 

Objections to a nomination paper 
may be taken during the time of 
nomination or within one hour after- 
wards. Objections need not be in 
writing, but if the objection is to be on 
the ground that the description is 
insufficient or that the candidate’s 
names, abode, rank, profession, or call- 
ing, are all, or either of them, insuffi- 
ciently or incorrectly stated, then such 
objection must be made immediately 
after the delivery of the nomination 
paper. Therefore to make such 
objection it is necessary to be present 
at or immediately after the delivery of 
an opponent’s papers. Objections on 
the ground that there are insufficient 
valid signatures or that either of them 
are not in fact electors entitled to 
nominate or assent, or that any of them 
have already subscribed to a nomination 
paper, may be laid during the hour 
allowed for objections. 

The persons entitled to object are (1) 
those entitled to be present during the 
nomination period and (2) any person 
having a genuine interest in the election 
who may attend to lodge-an objection 
during the hour allowed for that pur- 
pose. 

The returning officer decides on the 
validity of any objection. If he dis- 
allows the objection his decision is final. 
If he upholds an objection and rejects 
a nomination paper his decision may be 
reversed on petition. 

A returning officer has no power to 
adjudicate on any objection to the 
qualification of a candidate. His juris- 
diction extends purely to deciding upon 
questions arising out of the form of 
nomination. 

Below will be found a_ specimen 
nomination paper appropriately filled in 
for a county division. Whether the 
nomination paper used is the stock 
form supplied by the Labour Party, or 
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by law Stationers, or a form supplied 
_by the Returning Officer, it is desirable 
to note that neither date or heading is 
prescribed by the Ballot Act, and the 
nomination paper proper begins at the 
words ‘‘We, the undersigned’’ and _ it 
ends at the eighth signature. Neverthe- 
less, if the returning officer supplies a 
form with a printed heading it is 
desirable to use it and if provision is 
made for the date of election then the 
date of nomination day should be that 
given. No inaccuracies in such matters 
should, however, invalidate a paper. 


The greatest care must be taken in 
filling in the preliminary declaration of 
the proposers and we give below two 
other samples. 


In the case of West Birmingham it 
should be noted that in this case ‘‘ West 
Birmingham”’ is the historic name of 
the constituency. In almost all other 
divisions in divided boroughs the 
division should be spoken of. merely .as 
the West (or East, South as the case 
may be) division of the borough. 


The description of the candidate will, 
in some cases, be a matter for careful 
consideration.. It is advisable to fill in 
the description before any paper is sent 


out for signature. We also print below 
four specimen descriptions given in the 
Ballot Act and our services are at the 
disposal of readers who are in doubt as 
to the correct description of their 
candidate provided that full informa- 
tion accompanies their enquiry. 


In the case of all signatures whether 
of proposers, seconders or assentors, the 
person’s usual signature is sufficient, 
but it is necessary that it should identify 
the voter with the entry in the register 
and, for preference, a person should 
sign exactly as described. It has been 
stated that it is not required that the 
signatures should be in ink, but it is 
obviously preferable that they should be 
so subscribed. 


In some cases signatories may have 
removed from the address for which 
they are qualified. In such cases the 
current address should be given, supple- 
mented by the words ‘‘Formerly of,” 
adding the old address. 


No person must sign more than one 
nomination paper unless, of course, the 
first signature has been to a nomination 
paper which has been. spoilt, or two 
members are to be elected as in a 
‘‘double-barrelled’’ constituency.

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THE “LABOUR ORGANISER” TRAINING SCHEME 


FOR ELECTION WORKERS. | 


PART FOUR OF STUDY COURSE. 


In response to many requests, and to 
suggestions made to us by officers of the 
Labour Party, we commenced in our 
February issue a definite course of 
training for election agents, Readers are 
requested to see our February issue for 
full particulars of the scheme. 


Election Expenses, 

From the brief resumé of Corrupt 
and Illegal Practices just given it will 
be seen that many offences are possible 
in respect of election expenditure. The 
law seeks to limit and control this 
expenditure in two ways. First, it 
stipulates for the appointment of an 
election agent through whom _ practi- 
cally all expenses must be paid and, 
secondly, it lays down a limitation on 
the amount that may be expected and 
in the manner such amount may be 
spent. 

By Section 28 of the C.I:P.P.A., 
1883, every payment in connection with 
the election with two exceptions, must 
be made through the election agent 
acting in person, or by a sub-agent, 
and further all money provided by 
third persons in respect of the conduct 
and management of the election must 
be paid to the candidate or to the elec- 
tion agent. 

The two exceptions named have 
reference to (1) the personal expendi- 
ture of the candidate not exceeding a 
total of 4100, and (2) ‘‘any sum dis- 
persed by any person out of his own 
money for any small expense legally 
incurred by himself if such sum is not 
repaid to him.”’ 

The first exemption does not limit the 


candidate’s personal expenditure to’ 


4100, but anything beyond 4100 must 
be paid through the agent. The second 
exemption should be carefully studied 
because in practice it applies only to 
small payments such as_ taxi hire, 
stationery, telephone calls, and, more 
doubtfully, small expenditure covering 
the use of a car. 

The position of a candidate in rela- 
tion to the control of his election 
expenditure has often been mis-stated 
and is not generally understood. Though 
payments in respect of the conduct of 


the election are taken right out of ‘his 
hands it must not be assumed that the 
law places the candidate entirely in the 
hands of the agent or that the control 
of the election is completely beyond the 
candidate. The latter may, if dissatis- 
fied, revoke the appointment of his 
agent — though he is responsible for 
whatever has been done. This may not 
be a very hopeful remedy in the middle 
of a contest, but circumstances are 
conceivable where such a drastic step 
may be necessary. 


Nor has the law entirely deprived 
candidates of the right of making con- 
tracts. It is laid down (C.I.P.P.A.) 
that the election agent (acting by him- 
self or by his sub-agent) shail appoint 
every polling agent, clerk or messenger 
employed for payment, and also hire 
every committee room. It is laid down, 
too (R.P.A. 1918) that no other person 
than the election agent shall incur any 
expenses on account of holding public 
meetings, or issuing advertisements, 
circulars or publications, unless author- 
ised in writing by the agent to do so. 
These are pretty extensive limitations, 
but it is still contemplated that a candi- 
date may himself enter into contracts 
(C.I.P.P.A. Section 27 (2)), though 
the restrictions have reduced these con- 
tracts down to (1) his personal expenses, 
(2) the engagement of his agent, (3) 
postages and telegrams, (4) miscellane- 
ous expenses limited to 4200. Though 
a candidate may legally contract in 
these respects, all payments except the 
4100 above-mentioned must come 
through the election agent, and in most 
cases it would be wiser for the candi- 
date, as a consequence, to contract only 
through his agent in all cases. 


The following are the limits of 
expenditure now allowable :— 


(1) In a borough constituency a total 
not exceeding 5d. per registered 
Parliamentary elector and any sum 
paid as an election agent’s fee not | 
exceeding £50; if more than £50 
is paid such excess will rank 
against the gross total just men- 
tioned. 
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(2) In a county constituency a total 
not exceeding 6d. per registered 
parliamentary elector and any sum 
paid as an election agent’s fee not 
exceeding £75; if more than £75 
is paid such excess will rank 
against the gross total just men- 
tioned. 

Authorities have disagreed as to 
whether - the candidate’s personal 
expenses are outside and in addition 
to the above limits or only the first 
ZHioo of this item. The balance of 
opinion favours the former view. 

Besides the above limitation and the 
illegal employments, payments and 
hiring mentioned in our last article the 
Acts stipulate the direction in which 
money may be expended, and it may be 
convenient here to set out all the head- 
ings under which expenditure is per- 
missible. 

(1) Candidate’s personal expenses 
paid by himself (not exceeding 
£100). 

(2) Candidate’s personal expenses 
paid by election agent (being that 
in excess of £100). 

(3) Election Agent’s fee (unlimited 
in total but excess beyond £50 in 
Borough or 475 in a County to be 
reckoned against the cost per 
elector). 

(4) Employment of sub-agents. 

(5) Employment of polling agents. 

(6) Employment of clerks. 

(7) Employment of messengers. 

(8) The expenses of printing, the 
expenses of advertising and the 
expenses of publishing, issuing 
and distributing addresses and 
notices. 

(9) The expenses. of _ stationery, 
messages, postage and telegrams. 

(1c) The expenses of holding public 
meetings. 

(11) The expenses of 
Rooms. 

(12) Miscellaneous expenses (the total 
of which must not exceed £200). 

(13) Postage and telegrams. 


The Election Accounts, 

In order to make sure that the pro- 
‘isions above outlined are carried out 
yy candidates and election agents the 
Act stipulates for a return of election 
Xpenses in a prescribed form, and 
urther for a declaration both from the 
andidate and-the agent affirming the 
iccuracy of the return made. The form 
f return is set out at the foot of this 
ticle.

set out exactly as they appear in the 
C.I.P.P.A. 1883. It will be noted that 
there is no provision for totals and it 
does not follow that the totals of 
income and expenditure must tally ; for 
this declaration is not exactly a balance 
sheet of election income and expendi- 
ture. In most cases where the candidate 
has paid any personal expenses the two 
sides certainly will not balance, and 
the difference will generally be the 
amount which the candidate has him- 
self paid. It is also conceivable that 
amounts may be received in excess of 
the declared expenditure. It will rarely 
happen that the expenditure will exceed 
the amount received, but where there 
are disputed or unpaid claims this may, 
of course, happen. 

The reader will note that there is a 
difference between the wording relating 
to permitted expenditure and the word- 
ing in the return. Thus the C.I.P.P.A. 
in Schedule I., part 2, permits the 
“expenses of holding public meetings” 
and the ‘‘expenses of Committee 
Rooms,”’ but in the declaration it will 
be noted that the term used is ‘‘paid 
for the hire of rooms.’’ Obviously the 
items paid for rent will not include all 
the items which might legally be 
incurred under the broader wording 
quoted. The explanation is _ that 
expenses of Committee Rooms and 
halls, other than the amounts paid for 
hire, should be returned under the mis- 
cellaneous item. 

It will be noted that the amounts 
which may be spent in respect of mis- 
cellaneous matters (other than all the 
other expenses mentioned) must not 
exceed £200. If the miscellaneous 
item includes matters which have been 
properly incurred as expenses of meet- 
ings or committee rooms, which items 
in themselves caused the £200 limit to 
be exceeded, it is doubtful whether such 
excess constitutes an offence. The point 
so far as we are aware has never been 
decided, but we incline to the opinion 
that expenses of committee rooms and 
halls other than rent do not rank 
against the £200 miscellaneous maxi- 
mum. Frequently such expenses are 
returned after all under the headings for 
hire, and we know of no case where 
anything has happened to condemn this 
as improper. . 

An election agent is in an unfortunate 
position if the amount of his disputed 
claims added to those of his paid claims 
exceeds the amount he is permitted to 
spend. A disputed claim cannot be 
paid except by order of the Court, and 
when it is paid a further declaration is 


- accounts have been kept it should b 


required. No agent should act in such 
a matter without expert advice, and the 
safest thing is to leave nothing in 
dispute. 

Returnable expenses, 1.e., expenses 
concerned with the ‘‘conduct and ma 
agement’? of the election naturally 
cease when the declaration has bee 
made. It follows therefore that letters 
of thanks or the expenses of advertise 
ments of thanks need not be returned 
Occasionally the employment or a cler 
is continued for the purposes of making 
available the election records for future 
use. Neither is this expense rei 
able. But in our opinion the salary 0 
an election agent who continues on a 
temporary engagement for a _ perio¢ 
after the election is substantially a 
election expense, returnable under th 
heading of Fees, for the election agent's 
duties do not cease when the declaratia 
is made. 

It will therefore follow that 
occasions an_ election agent’s 
balance sheet will not corre 
exactly with his election return. a 
practical point as to what expense: 
should be included or excluded is 
invariably best met by the inclusion o 
every item on which a doubt exists, a 
particularly does this apply to pre-elec 
tion expenditure. 

A very strict time table is laid dow 
by the C.I.P.P.A. regarding the electio 
after-procedure as to expenses. 
Every claim against a candidate. or his 
agent must be sent in in writing to the 
election agent within fourteen days of 
the declaration of the poll. Ite 
amounting to £2 must be sent in by a 
bill stating the particulars. 

Occasionally an agent finds it neces 
sary to insert a newspaper announ 
ment drawing attention to the necessi 
of sending in claims, but if prope: 


sufficient to ensure that dilatory credit 
ors are notified to send in their bills. 
Claims received after date are statute 
barred. 
The claims required to be ‘“‘sent in 
include the candidate’s own statemen' 
of personal expenses (of which only the 
items over £100 need be detailed) 
and the agent’s own fee, besides th 
accounts of sub-agents and creditors. 
The agent should carefully examine 
all bills received, and check them with 
any estimates previously given. H 
should pass no items which have bee 
incurred without his authority. Every 
admitted item must be paid within

Address and arrange in boxes in dis- 
trict and street order with index tabs, 
a set of canvass cards and, if possible, 
two sets of envelopes for the electors— 
one to contain the candidate’s address 
and the other the polling card. 


Prepare list of names and addresses 
of printers, billposters, and newspapers 
in the district and note their political 
bias. Keep on good terms with the 
editors and staff and afford them facili- 
ties for reporting meetings and obtain- 
ing information which is not con- 
fidential. 


Prepare list of elementary schools and 
other places at. which meetings might 
be held; obtain from Education 
Authority and other persons particulars 
of the terms on which they can be hired 
and as to arrangements for letting and 
names and addresses of persons who 
should be communicated with as to 
this. 


Prepare list of names and addresses 
of canvassers and other voluntary work- 
ers, also of persons who would be 
willing to work for pay under the Elec- 
tion Ayent, and of the duties for which 
they would be suitable. 


Prepare list of those who would 
voluntarily attend to work of address- 
ing envelopes, etc., and despatching 
Election Addresses, polling cards, etc., 
and attend at the Central and other 
Committee Rooms. 


Prepare provisional list of Committee 
Rooms and endeavour to obtain 
promises for the loan of any such 
rooms free of charge. 


Prepare provisional list of names and 
addresses of persons who could lend 
conveyances for use on polling day. 

Prepare district registers in which 
results of canvass, etc., will be 
secorded. — 


Go through register and note up in 
district register as far as possible poli- 
tics of each voter, changes of address 
and any other useful information, 


Prepare provisional list of names and 
addresses of persons in district who 


would be suitable to act as chairmen 
of or speakers at meetings. Ir should 
be considered whether any local clergy- 
men or ministers could assist. 


Consider if any deputations from, 
say, dectors. eerporation employees, 
and others will probably require to* be 
received when the election commences, 
and if arrangements for dinner hour 
meetings will probably require to be 
made, and where they should be held. 


Obtain supplies of stationery (two 
large tin boxes with locks and keys, 
notepaper, envelopes, telegraph forms, 
foolscap and shorthand note books, ink, 
pens, pencils, etc.). The election agent 
must take over and pay for everything 
he uses and account for same in his 
expenses, but the supplies could be got 
in by the local party. 


Make a very careful estimate of elec- 
tion expenses under heads of election 
agent, sub-agents and _ personation 
agents, clerks and messengers, meet- 
ings, committee rooms, printing and 
advertising, stationery and miscellane- 
ous. The estimate should not be 
allowed to get near the maximum 
fixed by the Act or the maximum that 
can be afforded, as these expenses, when 
the election starts, tend to run upwards. 
The details should be carefully pre- 
served and checked against the 
accounts every few days as the election 
proceeds. 

Provisionally settle polling card and 
“visiting card’’ which is left for the 
electors by the canvassers. 


Get good photo blocks of the candi- 
dates made for printing on the election 
address in local papers, etc. 


Make list of names and addresses of 
persons who will allow posters, etc., to 
be exhibited free. Payments for such 
services can only be made to a regular 
billposter in the course of his business. 


When Election is Imminent. 


Appoint election agent. 


Provide election funds. Any neces- 
sary amount should. be paid by cheque 


to the candidate. The candidate should — 


then draw his own cheque payable to 
the election agent. The election 
agent with this should open a 
separate account at a iocal bank and 
all receipts and payments by him should 
be made to and out of this account and 
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by cheque as far as possible. This will 
ne of great assistance to him when 
Making up his account after the elec- 
ion is over. 


Formally adopt candidates if thought 
fesirable. 


Appoint election committee. 


Notify appointment of election agent 
to returning officer in writing, signed 
dy candidate and declare an address to 
which all claims, notices and documents 
may be sent. 

Election agent to advertise his 
appo:ntment to and in local newspapers 
if thought desirable. 

Hire or obtain loan of central com- 
mittee room and other committee rooms. 
Keep within maximum number allowed 
to be hired. (For maximum number 
allowed see Labour Organiser for Feb- 
ruary, 1929.) 

Engage staff, including a shorthand 
typist and machine for central office. 
‘For maximum number allowed seé 
Labour Organiser for February, 1929.) 
Appoint sub-agents if desirable. (I 
suggest that as far as possible none 
should be appointed. W.R.S.) This only 
applies to counties. 

Issue instructions to sub-agents. 

Hold meeting of workers, explain 
requirements of the Jaw and discuss 
general plan of campaign. 


Provide a petty cash account at cen- 
ral committee room. 


; _ Prepare | address to electors. Include 


a photo of the candidate therein. 


~ Appoint at central rooms persons to 
take charge of (1) arrangements for 
meetings and advertising same, (2) 
arrangements for canvassing, (3) corre- 
spondence, (4) printing, billposting and 
jistribution of literature, etc. 


Some reliable and responsible person 
hould be appointed at. the central 
‘aoms to check and record every day 
he expenses incurred and compare 
vith the estimate which has been made. 
Bills with details and receipts for every 
Javment of 4os. must be obtained. 
rinters, billposters, and others must 
ender their accounts as each separate 
yiece of work is executed, and if they 
lo not attend to this, orders, for further 
vorl< should be kept back from them 

intil they do as requested. The election 
gent should carefully go through these 
ummaries and the estimate every four 


lays. * 


Make the arrangements as to work 
in the district committee rooms, hours 
wken open, voluntary workers, etc. 

Procure literature. 


See local postmaster as to arrange- 
ments by him for collection of election 
addresses, polling cards, etc., from 
central rooms and for his acceptance of 
a cash payment for postage so as to 
avoid necessity for using stamps. 


Issue election addresses. 


Consider number of and_ general 
arrangements for public meetings cover- 
ing the whole election, and lists of 
speakers, chairmen, stewards, etc. 

Secure estimates for printing and 
advertising. 

Specimens of all posters, addresses 
and literature used during the election 
should carefully be preserved. The 
names and addresses of the printers and 
publishers must appear on them. The 
publisher in ordinary cases would be the 
election agent. 

Print heading to election stationery, 
include telephone numbers, etc. 


Organise canvass. 


Consider arrangements for tracing 
removals. 


Consider conveyance arrangements 
for polling day and get candidate to 
invite the loan of carriages. Vehicles 
ordinarily hired out must not: be used.. 
Nothing must be paid for. 

Call on Returning Officer and discuss 
with him arrangements for election and 
make any suggestions and offers of 
assistance to him considered desirable. 


Compare nomination papers issued by 
returning officer with those supplied 
from any other source to avoid risk of 
invalidity. 


Prepare four nomination papers and 
arrange for their signature by proposers, 
seconders, and eight asserters, all the 
signatures and addresses should strictly 
agree with the entries in the register. 
Check each nomiraiion paper to guard’ 
against errors’ which might invalidate. 
Consider if any nomination papers 
should be signed by representative per- 
sons. 

Provide banknotes for £150 security 
required by returning officer. 


Nomination. 

Election agent and any eligible 
supporters to attend nomination with 
candidate, who should personally deposit 
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nomination papers. The proposer or 
seconder of a nomination may deposit 
the paper bearing his signature. Deposit 
by any other person is invalid. Pay 
the £150 security. 

Consider any grounds of objection to 
nomination of opposing candidates and 
object if considered desirable. 

Candidate or election agent to give 
notice in writing to the returning officer 
within the nomination time if he 
requires polling hours extended. 

Give notice in writing to returning 
officer of sub-agents. 


General. 
' The Candidate should be relieved of 
all detail work. He should be left free 
for speeches at meetings, receiving 
deputations, and doing any special can- 
vassing which is necessary. 
Immediately the date of the polling 
is Known the largest hall in the dis- 
trict should be: hired for a big final 
meeting to be addressed by the candi- 
date on the eve of the poll. 


The election agent and any clerks in 


charge of committee rooms and the staff- 


at the central office should not attend 
meetings except for a few minutes for 
the purpose of seeing that the arrange- 
ments are working smoothly. 


Preparation for Polling Day. 

Ascertain. from. returning officer at 
earliest moment position of polling 
stations and how many personation and 
counting agents he will allow. 

Print polling cards. It is a good plan 
to get the printer to print the register 
number on each card; a special machine 
does this. 


Consider ‘‘special points’ to appear 
on back of polling cards or anything to 
be sent with them. 

Obtain use of rooms near the polling 
stations for day of poll. 


Prepare lists of personation and 
counting agents and get in their signed 
declarations as to secrecy. Arrange for 
someone to attend to take these declara- 
tions and that of the election agent. 
Only one paid personation agent can be 
employed at a polling station. 

Make detailed carriage arrangements 
and communicate all particulars to per- 
sons lending conveyances, 


One Clear Day at least before the Poll, 
Appoint personation agents and 
counting agents.
